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Couple suffer serious wounds from dog attack

A mail and woman are 
recovering from serious 
dog bites inflicted on vari¬ 
ous parts of their bodies 
early last week. 

The couple, a 27-year-old 
woman and 28-year-old 
man, were attacked by two 
Akitas inside the home 
southwest of Didsbury on 
Westcott Road on the 
evening of July 26. 

The two were reluming 
to the house that is shared 
with another couple. 
Entrance to the suite is 
gained through the garage 
where a male and female 
Akita were housed with 


seven new pups. 

The man was looking 
after the dogs owned by 
the other renters, who 
were in and out of town 
and was attending to them 
when he came home. The 
woman came inside 
through the man door with 
her pet beagle, when the 
female Akita hinged at her. 
The man intervened and 
the male dog jumped to 
attack as well. 

Didsbury RC’MP and 
EMS responded and were 
able to contain the dogs 
within the garage. The two 
individuals were taken to 
Didsbury Hospital around 
10 p.m. that night and dis¬ 
charged around 10 a.m. the 


next morning. 

Police said there was 
“horrific bloodletting" on 
scene with a great amount 
of blood lost by both peo¬ 
ple and the beagle. The 
couple have significant lac¬ 
erations on their upper tor¬ 
sos, forearms, hands and 
thighs. The dog had stents 
placed into his body to let 
out the swelling and police 
guess he will probably 
require another operation 
to work on severed blood 
vessels. Police said the 
Akitas have no known his¬ 
tory of violence. 

The couple were able 
to free themselves from 
the dogs after hitting them 
with a stabilizer bar 


explained Amanda Suthl, 
bylaw officer for Mountain 
View County. 

“The male that was 
attacked managed to pick 
up part of a stabilizer bar 
and he hit the dog with 
that. The male dog was 
attacking him and he 
managed to get out of the 
man door. The female 
managed to do the same 
and get outside the 
garage.” 

The couple left their cell¬ 
phones inside the garage 
but were able to get help 
from neighbours and called 
the police. 

She said the couple, as 
well as the beagle, have 
been living there since 


April and were in contact 
with the two Akitas every 
day. 

“It’s pretty amazing this 
even happened,” she said 
adding that the only way 
the couple could get to 
their suite was through the 
garage. 

Police said the Akitas 
suffered no visible ii\juries. 
Stuhl said Wednesday the 
City of Calgary Animal 
Services were in Didsbury 
to assist in removing the 
dogs from the home. The 
two are now in an animal 
services shelter in Calgary. 

“They’ll remain for the 
next 10 days under quar¬ 
antine. If the owners 
signed a consent form for 


them to be euthanized, 
then they’ll be euthanized 
at the end of 10 days. 
Otherwise we would have 
to seek a destruction 
order under the 
Dangerous Dogs Act of 
Alberta,” she said. 

The owners of the 
Akitas face two counts of 
dangerous attack on 
humans and one count of 
damage to another animal 
under the Mountain View 
County animal control 
bylaw. The names of the 
individuals won’t be 
released but Stuhl said 
they have a court appear¬ 
ance set for September 2 
at the Didsbury provincial 
court.

A newly-formed society 
hopes lo start const rue- 
lion on Didsbury's first 
playground designed 
specifically for children 
six and under by May 
2012. 

President Chelsie 
Hopfie and treasurer 
Alisa Bissehop of the* 
society went before coun¬ 
cil last week to ask per¬ 
mission for the play¬ 
ground to be constructed 
in Kinsmen Park. 

"It's an ideal location,” 
said Hopfie. “It’s a beauti¬ 
ful area and well treed. I 
live out of town and when I 
come in I like to park on 
Main Street and run my 
errands and then work our 
way up to the park,” she 
said of its central location. 

“It already has a lot of 
features we would need,” 
said Bissehop of the 
shade, fence, grass, and 
picnic tables. 

“It’s very visible. A lot 


of people drive through 
that road and the play¬ 
ground would be an 
attractive feature and it’s 
accessible to everyone.” 

The two mothers said 
ideally they would like lo 
build it lo the east of the 
playground already locat¬ 
ed in the park. 

The group officially 
formed about three 
months ago. They decided 
to work together to create 
a playground that would 
have the right falling 
heights and equipment for 
children loo small to use 
normal playground equip¬ 
ment. 

Based on their research 
on local birth rates, 
school enrolments and 
the latest published 
Statistics Canada infor¬ 
mation, they estimate 
there are about 400 chil¬ 
dren under six in town. 

They play to include 
equipment for children 18 
months to six years, 
including two slides and a 
tunnel, stairs and a 


climber wall ami inde¬ 
pendent bouncers. 

"... Being a parent has 
changed my perspective 
on safety," said Hopfie, 
adding that developmen¬ 
tal abilities of children 
under six aren’t the same 
and equipment for school- 
aged children isn’t appro¬ 
priate. 

The group has a connec¬ 
tion with someone who 
develops playground 
equipment that has 
offered to design and 
build it al cost. The total 
price lag sils al $40,000 
and would include any 
resurfacing and small 
landscaping needed. 

Tile group hopes to use 
volunteer labour to help 
with the installation. 

“It doesn’t mean we’ll 
stop fundraising if we 
earn more than this,” said 
Bissehop. She said future 
projects include general 
upgrades lo other parks 
in town.

Council voted last week 
in favour of reducing the 
speed limit from 50 km/hr 
to ;$() on 20th Avenue from 
the comer of 20th Avenue

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Youth tobacco reduction 
requires multi-level effort

The Harper govern¬ 
ment has announced 
that its Federal 
Tobacco Control 

Strategy (FTCS), an ini¬ 
tiative aimed at reduc¬ 
ing the number of cur¬ 
rent and future youth 
smokers, has met with 
considerable success in 


its First year of operation. 

The announcement is not only good news for 
young people, but also proof that such efforts can 
make a difference. 

And while it is certainly too much to hope that 
this or any other program can somehow magical¬ 
ly eliminate youth smoking, it is an encouraging 
example of what can be done. 

The $16 million FTCS program’s mandate 
includes helping people stop smoking, preventing 
youth from starting to smoke, and protecting 
Canadians from exposure to second-hand 
smoke. 

“The FTCS has been successful in reducing 
smoking in Canada and preventing youth from 
starting to smoke,” said Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq. 

As a result, at least in part, of this initiative, 
Canada now has one of the lowest overall smok¬ 
ing rates in the world, with overall rates dropping 
from 22 per cent a decade ago to under 20 per 
cent in 2010. 

On the youth side, Health Canada says 13 per 
cent of Canadian youth are smokers - the lowest- 
ever recorded percentage. 

The Harper government says it w ill continue to 
fund the FTCS program, and in doing so support 
smokers in their efforts to quit, address issues of 
contraband tobacco, and work towards imple¬ 
mentation of recently announced health warnings 
on cigarette and cigar packaging. 

At the provincial level, Alberta already lias an 
effective tool at its disposal to fight youth smok¬ 
ing. 

Specifically, the province’s Prevention of Youth 
Tobacco Use Act includes strict prohibitions on 
cigarette and other tobacco use by young people 
in all public places. 

The legislation makes it unlawful for any person 
under 18 to possess, smoke or otherwise consume 
tobacco products, with violators facing Fines 
starting at $100. 

Unfortunately, as the daily scenes of young peo¬ 
ple smoking in public places in every town and 
city in this province can attest, the Stelmach gov¬ 
ernment has been anything but diligent in enforc¬ 
ing its own youth tobacco legislation. 

For their part, school divisions, including 
Chinook’s Edge, have already prohibited students 
from smoking on school properties. Yet when 
school starts up again in September, it’s a pretty 
good bet young people will be seen smoking ciga¬ 
rettes on West Central Alberta properties directly 
adjacent to their schools. 

Perhaps Ed Stelmach’s replacement w ill make at 
least some effort to see that Alberta’s youth tobac¬ 
co legislation is Finally enforced. 

Or maybe it will just continue to be left up to the 
federal government to do all the heavy lifting in 
the youth tobacco fight?

Jack Layton s challenge is a moment to seize

Canadians from coast to 
coast last week wort 1 at 
first shocked and moved by 
the announcement from 
federal NDP leader Jack 
I .ay ton that he was once 
again ill from cancer, that 
he needed to take time off 
from his duties on 
Parliament Hill to seek 
treatment, and that the 
choosing of an interim 
leader of the party was nec¬ 
essary until he was fit for 
duty. 

This startling news came 
just two months after 
Layton’s NDP stunned the 
country in the May federal 
election with an unprece¬ 
dented move up as the 
country’s official opposi¬ 
tion party, while at the 
same time sending the sep¬ 
aratist Bloc Quebecois to 
political oblivion. 

And what was also decid¬ 
edly noticeable for most of 
last week was that the 
usual political gamesman¬ 
ship <md pettiness between 
political adversaries 

stopped, so moved as well 
by the class and grace the 
frail looking opposition 
leader displayed while 
making his announcement 
and moving forward with 
determination to face this 
weighty challenge of his 
life. 


Jack Layton is not a pop¬ 
ular politician here in 
Central Alberta, a bastion 
for conservative principles 
and as inhospitable a place 
as any to any political 
belief that leaves the slight¬ 
est scent of socialism. 

The NDP has never won 
a seat in this part of the 
province, and chances are 
it won’t in the foreseeable 
future. 

But central Albertans are 
just as capable as other 
groups of citizens across 
Canada to put aside their 
political differences when 
compassion, understand¬ 
ing and empathy are clearly 
the appropriate order of 
the day. 

Think back to late 1!K)4 
when news came that 
Lucien Bouchard, then the 
charismatic leader of the 
separatist Bloc Quebecois, 
was forced to have his leg 
amputated after contract¬ 
ing a case of flesh-eating 
disease. Canadians from 
coast to coast, including 
central Albertans, cast 
away their anger at 
Bouchard’s separatist 
beliefs, which were then 
accepted in Quebec at 
unprecedented levels, for 
genuine concent and best 
wishes. It must be said that 
Bouchard made a remark¬ 
ably quick recovery, so 
much so he nearly led sep¬ 
aratist forces to victory the 


following year in the 
Quebec sovereignty refer¬ 
endum. 

Feelings of compassion 
from central Albertans 
must also go out for Jack 
Layton, even if he repre¬ 
sents a left-of-centre politi¬ 
cal philosophy that is 
almost as distasteful for 
central Albertans as sepa¬ 
ratism. 

Putting aside Layton’s 
political marriage to social¬ 
ism, think of the human 
qualities that have come 
from this man just this 
year, the things that should 
make every Canadian feel 
proud and even humbled. 

Already a cancer sur¬ 
vivor once, Layton was 
forced to enter a federal 
election campaign recover¬ 
ing from a hip injury. He 
hobbled about across the 
country during the cam¬ 
paign on a cane, full of life 
and vigour. 

He was easily the most 
interesting and likeable of 
all the federal party lead¬ 
ers. 

No one knows for sure 
how long Layton knew he 
was seriously ill. He did 
look fresh and full of life 
immediately after the elec¬ 
tion campaign but even (In 1 
most hardened journalists 
and political observers 
were shocked by his rapid¬ 
ly deteriorating appear¬ 
ance at the press confer¬ 


ence last week. He vowed 
to fight and move forward 
with all the energy he can 
muster in facing this huge 
challenge. What’s more, 
Layton added, he fully 
intends to return to the 
House of Commons by 
early fall. 

Whether that happens or 
not, central Albertans need 
only to wish the man well. 
There is no need to consid¬ 
er for a moment his politi¬ 
cal affiliation, or whether 
the so-called Orange Wave 
that swept through Quebec 
last May will one day arrive 
here. 

There is a higher ideal at 
work right now, well 
beyond politics or what 
many would consider a 
healthy disdain for all or 
any things left of centre. 

Through Jack Layton’s 
strength, determination 
and perseverance we can 
all salute the very best 
qualities that are flowing 
through this fine man, and 
hope they inspire each and 
every one of us. These are 
the ideals that define this 
great country and people. 
They rise to a level that is 
the envy of every other 
nation and peoples of this 
world. 

They are also everything 
all Canadians and central 
Albertans can proudly 
aspire to each and every 
day.

Eleven kids just returned 
from Jamaica last week but 
their time wasn’t spent 
lounging on the beach or 
sightseeing. 

The group went down to 
help build schools for chil¬ 
dren three to five. 

“The government funds 
schools for older children 
but they don’t subsidize 
schools for younger ones,” 
said Mike Pickersgill, who 
moved to Jamaica from 
Alberta 15 years ago. He 
currently works in the 
northeast parish of 
Jamaica called Port 
Antonio, as a manager of 
private villas. 

Since being down there, 
he's gotten involved in 
helping create schools, 
known there as basic 
schools, that supply 
kitchen and bathroom and 
classroom for children in 
the area.

Didsbury Golf Club 
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Town plans for $1.6 million loan 


Council is looking to borrow $1.6 million to go 
towards mortgage payments and retrofitting of recent¬ 
ly purchased property. 

Last month, council sold its current public works 
building for $.6 million and purchased what’s currently 
referred to as the Joe Schmidt Building for $1.8 mil¬ 
lion. 

Ownership will change hands effective September 1 
with plans to have the physical move completed by 
December 1. 

The mortgage, from Mountain View Credit Union, is 
in the amount of $1,887,500 with term loan of $212,500 
to retrofit the commercial building. 

The terms of the repayment for the mortgage loan is 
set at a fixed rate of 3.5 per cent for five years, and is 
not to exceed prime lending rate for 25 years. The loan 
is payable on demand, but until then, payable in semi¬ 
annual blended payments of $41,866. 

The loan for retrofitting is also set at 3.5 per cent 
interest rate for five years. The loan is also payable on 
demand but until then semi-annual blended payments 
of principal and interest at $23,042 will be made. The 
remaining amortization period is 60 months. 

The 16,360-square foot industrial shop located at 
2602 10 Street, is expected to house the public works 
department. The purpose is for more space, something 
Mayor Wittal said last month is needed for the depart¬ 
ment to grow. 

Council granted first reading last Tuesday. Second 
and third are scheduled for August 30.

Bear destroyed near Water Valley

A bear was killed during 
its removal from the site of 
a Water Valley area white- 
water rafting business. 

Two individuals at the 
site witnessed a brown 
black bear on the roof of a 
cookshack and called in 
assistance from Alberta 
Sustainable Resource 
Development's Fish and 
Wildlife officers last 
Tuesday. 

“Our ultimate concern 
was ensuring that everyone 
was safe in and out of the 
cookshack, which they 


were," said Jason Cadzow, 
the fish and wildlife officer 
who attended the scene, 
adding that there were two 
people at the site when he 
arrived. Didsbury RCMP 
were also on scene provid¬ 
ing support for Cadzow in 
his removal of the bear. 

According to Cadzow, 
prior to being euthanized, 
the bear fell through the 
cookshack’s skylight and 
spent some time inside the 
structure. While inside the 
shack, the bear rummaged 
through garbages but did 
not cause structural dam¬ 
age. As Cadzow looked 
inside the window of the 


shack, the bear made its 
way back onto the roof and 
that is where it was eutha¬ 
nized, Cadzow said. 

The decision to eutha¬ 
nize the bear rather than 
sedate and relocate it, was 
due to a previous incident 
involving the same animal. 

In August 2007, the bear 
was found eating crabap- 
ples off the trees in a resi¬ 
dential area in Bow Valley. 
As a result, it was tagged 
and relocated. 

“Typically if we’ve dealt 
with a bear and marked it, 
we assess it on a case-by¬ 
case basis,” Cadzow said, 
adding that officers follow 


policy in these situations. 

“It’s already been dealt 
with once. Unnatural food 
sources with the apples in 
a residential area. It was re¬ 
located and given another 
opportunity to be a bear 
and not be a public safety 
nuisance or concern. 

“We can’t safely remove 
it and move it to another 
spot where it doesn’t 
potentially cause another 
public safety concern or 
risk.” 

The bear was male and 
about 125 pounds. Cadzow 
estimated the bear to have 
been between four and five 
years old.
